Price, who manufactured bump¬ 
ers and other automobile parts in 
Detroit before coming to Cali¬ 
fornia, is seeking to obtain Ameri¬ 
can and foreign patents on his 
latest invention, which boils down 
to putting the accelerator lever 
on the brake pedal. Tests show 
that use of this device makes it 
unnecessary to move the right 
foot back and forth from the ac¬ 
celerator to the brake; stops the 
car and retards the accelerator 
simultaneously by a single pres¬ 
sure on the brake, and which is 
especially important to drivers on 
long trips, making it possible to 
safely set the accelerator at any 
speeds.
